There  has  b<.en  for  many  years  a  Sunday 
School  connected  with  St.  Paul’s  Church  in 
this  town.  It  contained  last  year  about  fifty 
scholars,  instructed  by  twelve  teachers.  The 
.school  was  reorganized  in  February  last,  with 
the  following  officers  : — Rev.  Petrus  S.  Ten 
Uroeck,  Presid/ut  : — Simon  Ureeiileaf,  Esq., 
and  .Mr.  Samuel  Cutler,  Superintendents  :  — 
.Mr.  Charles  11.  Ilsby,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  : 
and  .Miss  Clara  Petrie,  Librarian.  The  pres¬ 
ent  number  of  teachers  and  assistants  is  24, 
and  the  numlier  of  scholars,  84  ;  10  of  whom 
arc  coloured  children.  The  Library  consists  of 
\~u  volumes,  besides  many  small  publications 
and  tracts.  A  small  fund  for  the  establishment 
and  increase  of  the  library  is  maintained  by  an 
annual  tax  of  2-7  cents  on  the  adult  members  of 
the  society,  and  half  that  sum  on  children  ;  and 
amounted  the  present  season  to  upwards  of 
twenty  dollars.  As  to  the  studies  pursued,  all 
the  children,  on  their  admission  to  the  school, 
are  expected  to  become  perfectly  familiar  with 
the  Church  Catechism,  as  the  basis  of  their  fu¬ 
ture  instructions.  Besides  the  Collect  for  the 
day,  which  always  form  a  part  of  their  lesson, 
most  of  the  scholars  are  at  present  employed  on 
selections  from  the  historical  portions  of  the 
Old  Testament,  which  have  been  parcelled  out 
into  a  sufficient  number  of  lessons  to  occupy  an 
entire  year.  These  lessons  are  long,  and  it  is 
nut  expected  that  the  children  will  repeat  them 
rtrbiilim,  but  they  are  required  to  answer  such 
que.stions  as  will  test  their  acquaintance  with  the 
passages  recited.  For  another  year,  it  is  con¬ 
templated  to  instruct  the  scholars  in  a  similar 
manner  on  the  New  Testament.  In  the  third, 
those  who  are  sudiciently  advanced  will  form  a 
division  to  be  instructed  in  the  Liturgy  of  the 
Church ;  that  they  may  then  be  prepared  to 
join  a  Bible  Class  under  the  charge  of  the  Hec¬ 
tor.  We  find  that  in  proportion  as  Teachers 
are  interested  in  the  school,  and  endeavour  to 
promote  its  u.^efulness  and  prosperity,  a  corres¬ 
ponding  e,xertion  is  manifested  on  the  part  of 
the  scholars.  If  teachcis  feel  the  responsibili¬ 
ty  of  their  situation,  and  if  the  scholars  see  that 
this  is  indeed  the  case,  there  will  lie  but  very  lit¬ 
tle  room  fur  complaint  of  the  want  of  success  in 
Sunday  School  Instruction.  A  new  and  lively 
interest  has  been  taken  in  this  school,  which 
we  trust  will  continue  ;  and  may  the  teachers 
find  by  happy  experience  that  while  they  have 
been  watering,  in  this  nursery  of  the  lorrd, 
they  have  also  been  abundantly  watered  them¬ 
selves.
